The date on 
which that reply watJ to be sent lias 
Ibgen given ou several oecasiims diifiiii,' 
the Inst ten days, only lo be postpom-il 
Irom time tu time. SUilful as Russian 
iliplomatists are in framin.i,' reasons for 
ilelay when it is ineoiiveu-ont for thwn 
to announce a policy or give a reply, it 
vould seem that even their resourece 
for proerastiinition nn:st lie almost ox- 
liaiislod by this time. It wouK! seem 
very unlikely tliat the e.xtraDrdinary jia- 
tieuce displayed hitherto liy the Japa- 
ue.ee Government can be niaiutainod 
mnoh longer and that Some definite deei- 
sidii (111 Jajiaii's jiropcsals will be de- 
luaiuled from St. fetersburj.'. We are 
duclined to think that few European 
governments or people would linve liornc 
this lon^' period of suspense and uncer- 
tainty with the (■\it\vai-d eumpdsurc tliat 
has been e.xhib'ited by the Japanese. As 
one observer on the spot says, no sucli 
calm and patient waitiu,^ would have 
occurred in Great .Britain or tlie fiiited 
iStates under similar eirctimt--tances, or 
Vbeu n war was tlioiii;lit to be imjiend- 
ing. It must nut. however, be thought 
that this apparent ijuieiude ou the part 
of the Japanese betokens indifference or 
willingness to submit to any terms that 
Jtussia nia.v propose rather than risk 
the posciiiliilitics of war with thnt i-'iant 
Power, liatlier, we think, it lietid<eiis 
11 calm determination aujnn.i.' the pnpu- 
Inco to stand by the conditions that Ja- 
jpaii insists must be had in order to en- 
sure tlie national safety. T.lie i)eop;,.' 
have counted the cost and have conli- 
deuee that their rulers hare made tlieir 
ifinal dispositions and completed all their 
preparations, w.i that if a contest is 
(forced iijinn their i-ountry, it will be 
waged by tlie Japamse in such a man- 
ner and Avitii such effect as to surprise 
the world and show how far nsti-ay 
thos'e 'Were who liavi' beiMi disjin.sed to 
underrate Japan's ability to meet her 
gigantic oppouent on anythiug like equal 
terms. This repression of any outward 
demonstration of feeling may be found 
to conceal an undercui'reut of des])"rate 
determlnaticin that will not be broken 
until Japan lies prostrate at the feet of 
Ilussia, an event that may be mueh 
more improbable than current reports 
might lead one to esj;<cct. Unlike the 
Ckiuesc, to whom patriotism in the 
ticuse that we understand it, i.s prac- 
tically uuiuowu, the Japanet'e are lu- 
ten.sely patriotic, and their regjird for 
tlieir ruler is not exceeded by the ven- 
eratiiiii nf tlie Russian peasants for the 
,<Jzar. That is an important factor in 
the problem, since it will, in the fullest 
me'anin.i; of tlie term, be a national war 
thnt Japan will wage. 

There is no doubt that the delay of 
tlie last tln-ee weeks has been of fireat 
:Mlvaiila;.'e to Russia, liy enabliii;,' her 
10 iitreugtlieu her foreca in the l'"ar 
'East. Her squadron in the Mediter- 
ranean must now almost have reached 
the prohalile scene of .'ictii>ii. iMiriii;.' 
the siiiiie jN'riod three and four li-.iiiis a 
day have carriej troops eastward to the 
(Pacific coast, so that Admiral Alesieff 
has a much larger force at his dispo- 
sal than he liad in December. i5\it that 
fact only increnees the ditliciilty of the 
Iprobli'in (if koepin;; sucli a lar^-i' foi-co 
supplied when the base of sapiilies is 
three tliousand iiiiles distant and llie 
only means of transportation a siui:le 
track of railway, not too well built and 
with rcdlin;; stock not believed to be 
acUMiuate for the ileniaiid fur the lar- 
ria^'e of men and store.-j now juade ujiou 
it. We can form tiome idea of the dilll- 
■culty that bringing up supplies for a 
.lar^'e army will entail by the experi- 
ence ijf the Jiritish army in Houth Africa 
<lnriii;.' the recent Boer war, and a com- 
petent authority from personal knowl- 
edge of tlie conditions In both places 
si.MUs that Ihi' Ru>siaiis have a more 
dillicuil task before; tiiem than that 
which l.,ord Rol>ert.s and d^ord Kiteliener 
iliad in the advance on Pretoria. It is 
almost certain that as eoou as the war 
breaks (jut Itiissi.a will lind rreat dif- 
iliciiity ill proleciiiif,' the line of railway 
through Manchuriu from interruption 
und attack. 

Jt certainly docs seem ns thouch Ja- 
pan had lost an advaiita;.',. by (he delay 
aii<l as we said on a former (occasion, 
ilier inaction cnu only partially be re- 
■garded as- occasioned liy the ■•nrne.st de- 
sire of her Govcrnuient tu avoid a war 
with Rnssia. It m not improbable that 
aier .statesmen realized that the country 
was not fully prepjired for war in I>e- 
eember. The 0(|ui|)ment of ),,.r troops 
was mil completed; the nddtioiis to her 
lleids were not available a« they aro 
aiow. The Government had not then 
(inall,\ closed the (inaiK'ia! arran.;,'emeiits 
which it is iiipn- .•isserte.l will provide 
the necessary fiimls without any ajijieal 
to Xoreign countries. There is also an- 
other result that bos clearly been at- 
lained by the ilelay. That is the co,n-

As regards Jicr naval and military 
baseS'Of supplies ami the facilities for 
the'- repair ''iind equipment of her fleets 
after an eugagomcnt Japan is mueh 
mure favorably i^ituatcd than her an- 
tagonist and in the event of wai', this 
fact might f.dve her a 1,'reat advani a^-'e, 
at least in the earlier stages of the 
struggle.
